THE UNITED STATES EMPLOYERS' DELEGAION CAME TO 

GENEVA AT THE BEGINNING OF THIS MONTH WITH HIGH 
HOPES THAT THE 63RD SESSION OF THE INTERNATIONAL 
LABOUR CONEERENCE COULD DEMONSTRATE THAT REAL 
PROGRESS WAS BEING MADE TOWARDS FULFILLING THE PRIN- 
CIPLES THAT HAVE BEEN EXPRESSED BY THE UNITED STATES 
AS BEING VITAL TO THIS ORGANIZATION, PRINCIPLES THAT ARE 
SHARED BY THE EMPLOYERS OF THE UNITED STATES. UN- 
FORTUNATELY, THE MAJORITY OF THE DEELGATES, BY THEIR 
VOTE OR, RATHER, BY THEIR ABSTENTION, HAVE INDICATED 
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THAT THE PROGRESS WE EXPECTED WAS NOT TO BE ACHIEVED

MITTEE ON STRUCTURE TO MAKE THE SLIGHTEST PROGRESS
